When the proper time
arrived, the switnesses declared, each
appared before Hendricks, except one
who went before James 8, Stewart at
the Dalles and signed the final proof
papers. When their final receipt ar-
rived from the land office, they testi-
fied, they transferred their property fo
the company and received the stipulated
consideration.
